Hand-Operated Car Served as

An itinerant salesman with deformed legs, 
Fred Hammell, 48, of Route 4, Raleigh, 
N.C., was almost instantly killed about 11.05 
Saturday night when his car crashed into a| 
beer truck on the by-pass, 75 feet from the 
state police barracks.

Three new numbers have been added to the 
Andover fire alarm system, the new Towns- 
man Tell-Tales which are now available for 
distribution show. Box 662 has been added at 
the Shawsheen school, Box 471 at the high 
school near the park, and an imaginary box 
341 has gone into effect at the corner of Vine 
and Holt streets. There is no box actually 
there, but on telephonic reports of fire in that 
section number 341 will be sounded. 

The Tell-Tale also shows the new No- 
school signal schedule. With the two high 
school sessions eliminated and the placing of 
the junior high on the same schedule as the 
senior high, it is now possible to simplify the 
alarm schedule. At 7.15 the 333 will call off 
school for both junior high and high, at eight 
it will sound for all grades below the seventh, 
and at 8.30 it will sound for just the first 
three grades in the event thag the 8.00 signal 
was not sounded. At 12.30 in the afternoon it 
will ring for the afternoon session of the 
grades below the seventh and at one for the 
first three grades. The WLLH radio signal 
will be heard between 7 and 7.30,

The present difficulty arises from the | 
cramped quarters and the poor lay-out | 
of the town hall. Increasing town busi 
ness caused mainly by the workings of | 
the Social Security Act have brought 
new conditions which the old arrange 
ment of town offices could not meet} 
adequately, The seleetmen and the 
town clerk needed more room in which 
to work, and they needed private offices | 
in which to hear the applications of 
those wishing aid of the varied kinds 
now being parcelled out, The moving of | 
the Board of Public Works office to the 
Park street store solves this difficulty, 
but it is only a makeshift, and a poor 
makeshift at that. 

We like to feel proud of Andover. We 
like to talk about what a fine-looking 
academy we have on the Hill and what a 
nice-looking place Shawsheen village is. | 
We like to feel that the town is modern | 
in every respect in which modernity 1s | 
an asset. We like to think that our town | 
is the finest little town there is, but here 
we are with part of our offices in the | 
town hall and part of them in stores. | 
That's not the Andover we like to think | 
of. We at least should begin considering | 
immediately the possibilities of trans- 
forming the town hall into an efficient | 
office building, and if the expense is not 
too high, we should go through with 
| providing the proper facilities for up-to 
| date conduct of town business.

Homer Exhibition 
Attracts Interest 


Art-lovers of Andover and vicinity have 
thronged to the Addison Gallery this past 
week in order to see the exhibition which is 
being held under the auspices of the New 
England Museum association to commemo- 
rate the lOOth anniversary of Winslow 
Homer's birth. The collection of water 
colors, prints and drawings is made up en 
tirely of works loaned by New England col 
lection, 

The museums in Boston, Andover and 
Worcester are particularly rich in Homer 
material, and most of the works come from 
those three centers. Charles H. Sawyer of the 
local gallery, Charles C. Cunningham of the 
Department of Paintings of the Boston 
Museum and Jere Abbott of the Smith 
College of Art are in charge of the exhibition 
which will go to Dartmouth following its 
Andover stay and will then proceed on to 
Smith college 

he special purpose of this exhibition is to 
show, within the limits of water color, draw 
ing and print mediums the development of 
the artist’s style, and the pictures have been 
arranged in chronological order for this pur 
pose 

Five distinct periods in the development ol 
Homer's water color work are shown. In the 
group prior to 1881 come such pictures as 
Boy in a Boat Yard, 1873, Afternoon Chat, 
1877, Girl and Daisies, 1878, Boy and Horse, 
1880, Boys and Kitten, 1880, and Boys in a 


Dory, 1880. The last will be recognized by 
local art-lovers as one of the Addison Gal 
lery’s permanent collection

THE BUSY EVERY DAY LIFE 


OF HENRY CABOT LODGE JR. 


Among Statesmen as a Child, Later Journalism 
Takes Him to Many Countries and 
Many Famous Men 


All of Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr. s 
life has had a political tinge for even 
as a child, association with his 
Srandfather, the former Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge, made politics 
and statesmanship part of his every- 
day life. Since those early days he 
has continued living in the midst of 
local, state and national affairs — 
and today his office in the cellar of 
his home in Beverly is a gathering 
place for his many local friends. By 
making his home his office, Lodge 
manages to see his wife and two sons, 
George and Harry, age 9 and 6, more 
than would otherwise be possible— 


and scarcely a day goes by that he 
does not find some time for his chil- 
dren. Besides politics and his family 


life, Lodge's only hobby is attending 
training camp, which he does regu-

larly as a member of the organized 
reserves. 

He does a phenomenal amount of 
speech-making and traveling through- 
out the state. Since last October he 
has averaged one speech a day and 
has traveled 1000 miles a week over 
Massachusetts roads — consequently 
knows the Berkshires and the Con- 
necticut valley about as well as the 
eastern seaboard where he lives. A 
strong believer in the importance of 
the personal element in politics, he 
knew 600 of the 706 delegates to the 
Republican state convention when it 
was called to order in Springfield.

most fortunate was when Colonel 
Lindbergh had just returned from 
his historic flight across the ocean 


and was taken by a cruiser directly 
to Washington to have lunch with 
the President and Mrs, Coolidge. The 
morning of his arrival the phone rang 
in the Lodge’s apartment and Ike 
Hoover, social secretary at the White 
House, asked if they would come to 
lunch—at first Lodge thought it was 
a practical joke, but having been as- 
sured of the seriousness of the invi-

fore the legislature. There were 
more bills before the committee than 
had ever been the case before. There 
were all the elements of a bad-tem- 
pered tangle which would hurt ey- 
eryone, After long night sessions, 
many rebuffs, and hours of negotia- 
tions more beneficial legislation was 
reported than had been the case in 
any previous year. 

Lodge is an earnest, studious man 
—a cum laude graduate of Harvard 
of the class of 1923—and at the 
same time a man who passes with 
flying colors the test of popularity 
among his neighobrs. He knows his 
neighbors personally—their children 
come over and play with his or go 
swimming in the ocean which comes 
right up to his back door—he knows 
people throughout the state in this 
same personal manner—and knowing
